BERLIN, Feb. 14 (AP). — More 


than 700 Jews, routed from their 
homes in Stettin on six-and-one- 
half-hours’ notice for mass removal, 
were on trains today, presumably 
headed for Poland, although tbeir 
exact destination was not disclosed. 


The sudden removal order in- 


cluded virtually every Jew in the 
Baltic town, only the 
feeble aged being exempted.

U. 8. Officials Dispute Contention 
but Show Little Concern. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14 (AP).— 
Government officials said today 
German -submarines legally could 
sink an American ship forced to 
put into a British control port only 
after it had been ascertained that 
the ship cargo was more than 50 
per cent contraband destined for 
Germany’s foes. 

Authorities here showed small 
concern for the statement of Berlin 
spokesmen which upheld the sink- 
ing of a Dutch liner and said Amer- 
ican ships in the same status would 
be as fair a victim. 

American ships are forbidden by 
the Neutrality Act from carrying 
passengers or cargo to belligerent 
ports. 

If, therefore, an American ship 
were required by the British to halt 
at Gibraltar, for example, the pre- 
sumption would be that_the cargo 
would be destined for Italy, Greece 
or some other neutral Mediterra- 
neau country, and not for an ene- 
my of Germany. 

Under these circumstances, it was 
held doubtful here that a German 
submarine commander would risk 
reaction by American public opin- 
ion through sinking a vessel carry- 
ing cargo to a neutral. 


Burgerdijk’s Skipper Says U-Boat 
Captain Ignored Its Papers. 

AMSTERDAM, Feb. 14 (AP).— 
The German submarine commander 
who sank the Netherlands freighter 
Burger diljk refused to look at its 
papers and ordered it torpedoed 
only on the ground that the ship 
and cargo were bound for an En- 
glish port, Capt. L. M. J. Scriwanek 
informed the Holland-American line 
yesterday. 

Scriwanek reported from London 

on the sinking of his 6853-ton ves- 
sel off the southwest coast of En- 
gland last Saturday. Line officials 
have said no contraband was 
aboard and that the ship was en 
route from New York to Rotter- 
dam. 
It was said authoritatively that 
the possibility the Burgerdijk would 
have been stopped at the British 
contraband control base could not 
have justified the torpedoing. 

The Netherlands press urged the 
Government to make the most vig- 
orous protest possible. Even the 
National Socialist (Dutch Nazi) pa- 
per, Het Nationale Bagblad, said, 
“If Germany thinks to win the 
sympathy of neutrals by torpedoing 
ships, she makes a big mistake. 
The U-boat commander could have 
convinced himself that no contra- 
band was aboard. There is no ex- 
cuse for his act.” 


SECRET BOUDOIR DISCOVERED 
AT FRENCH WAR MINISTRY 


PARIS, Fe>. 14 (AP).—A secret 
boudoir, possibly dating back 200 
years to the time of the Duke of 
Richelieu, a marshal of France 


whose amours and duels twice got 
him imprisoned in the Bastille, was 
discovered yesterday in the War 
Ministry's famous “blue” room. 

A door, concealed in paneling, 
was revealed when decorators were 
repairing the walls of the room 
where strategy of the present war 
is mapped. Stepping inside the 
secret annex, the workers found a 
dusty divan and mirror. 

The building was once occupied 
by the Duke, whose reputation as 
a gentleman of fashion at the 
court of Louis XV was rivaled by 
his fame as a soldier. A grand 
nephew of the great Cardinal 
Richelieu, he served in the wars 
of the Polish and Austrian suc- 
cessions. He died in 1788 at the 
age of 92.

Change View Can It 


Succeed, They Reply to damage 


Pan American Protest. 


BERLIN, Feb. 14 (AP). — The 
German Government declared to- 
day that the Pan American neutral- 
ity “safety zone” plan can succeed 
“only if the known English and 
French standpoint is fundamental- 
ly revised.” 

The German view was stated in 
a note replying to a protest sent 
by the Pan American Neutrality 
Conference last December, a few 
days after the German pocket bat- 
tleship Admiral Graf Spee engaged 
in an all-day running battle with 
three British cruisers just off the 
Uruguayan coast. 

The conference, composed of 21 
American republics, sent a similar 


protest to France and Britain. 
The German Government in its 
note today said that it could “antic- 
ipate success of further pursuance 
of the security zone plan” only if 
the Allies’ stand is changed. 

The German stand was outlined 
in a note handed to the Foreign 
Minister of Panama by 

Charge d’Affaires Winter. 

The German overnment said it 
regarded the American Govern- 
ments’ note of Dec, 24 as “unfound- 
ed,” because in the waters con- 
cerned only “current rules of law 
can be authoritative.” 

These rules, the note continued, 
the German army has observed 
“most strictly.” It said the Ger- 
man Government “welcomes” the 
expressed desire of the American 
republics to remain neutral. 
Germany was ready, said the 
note, “to enter into a further ex- 
change of thought with the govern- 
ments of the American republics re- 
garding putting of the Declaration 
of Panama into effect,” but it ob- 
served that Germany must assume 
as a result of the British and 
French government’s answers that 
they “are unwilling seriously to en- 
ter into the thought of a security 
zone.” 

The German Government said it 
perceived in the attitude of the 
Allies a will to “destroy from the 
beginning the fundamental thought 
of a security zone.”

“Air activity was more intensive 
than any previous day on the isth- 
mus. Hundreds of planes were over 
our front positions. 
“As for losses, according to con- 
gervative estimates, the Soviet lost 
at Summa 30,000 to 50,000 men 
(presumably including wounded) 
during three or fou. days including 
today (Tuesday) and 200 tanks de- 
stroyed. There are enormous 
heaps of dead Russians before our 
lines.

Dr. Rudolph Hofmeister, vice- 


man of the Instruction Commit- 
tee, asked by the Post-Dispatch 
whether he had any intention of 
resigning, too, said he had not 
thought of taking such a step. 
Board Member Edward’ A. Fer- 
renbach issued this statement: 1 
feel it my duty to continue to 
grapple with the evils which until 
a few months ago had been suc- 
cessfully obscured from my atten- 
tion as a member of the School 
Board.

Jeers at Board Meeting. 


At last night’s board meeting, 
members laughed at each other’s 
suggestions and derided the intel- 
lectual capacities of those members 
who questioned their motions. The 
more-than-capacity audience joined 
in the laughter frequently. About 
150 persons, the largest crowd in 
months, attended the meeting, many 
of them standing in the hall out- 
side the board assembly room.

The retractable landing gear of 
the Curtiss-Wright substratosphere 
transport, soon to be test flown 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field, weighs 
more than a ton and may be low- 
ered or retracted in 10 seconds, 
ground tests have shown. 

Total weight of the landing gear 


is 2127 pounds. “he tail wheel as- 
sembly, which operates in conjunc- 
tion with the main wheels, weighs 
336 pounds. 

The landing gear tires are 4 feet 
3 inches in diameter and 20 inches 
wide Each i4-ply casing weighs 
193 pounds and each tube 31% 
pounds. The tail wheel tire, two 
feet in diameter and 10 inches’ 
wide, weighs 37 pounds. 

There are a number of features 
to the landing assembly. Metal cyl- 
inders containing nitrogen and oil 
absorb the shock when the wheels 
strike the ground. There are two 
such cylinders, called aerol struts, 
for each wheel, twice the usual 
number. When the plane is on the 
ground the retracting mechanism 
assumes a position which makes 
it impossible for the wheels to re- 
tract accidentally, engineers say.

We have not heard any 
complaints from any parties, nor 
have we had any formal charges 
filed with us.”

WASHINGTON, Fed 14 (AP).— 
The Senate passed late yesterday 
fhe Dill providing for an increase 
of $100,000,000 in funds of the Ex- 
port-import Bank for the purpose 
of making loans to Finland, China 
and South America. The vote was 
49 to 27. 

House approval appears likely, 
but the routine of committee con- 
sideration probably will delay ac- 
an approving the increase in the 
bank's capital, the Senate restrict- 
ed future loans to one country to 
$20,000,000 and specified that they 
should not be made for the purpose 
of military supplies. 

Despite opposition arguments 
that popular sentiment for a loan 
to Finland was being used to ob- 
fain an increase in the bank's 
funds that otherwise might not be 
authorized, the Senate defeated an 
amendment by Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, to limit the increase to $50,- 
000,000. 

Finland’s Minister Present. 

With Hjalmar Procope, the Finn- 
ish Minister, looking down from 
the gallery, opponents charged that 
s loan to a belligerent even in an 
undeclared war might tend to in- 
volve the United States in the 
European conflict. 

There was a brief burst of ap- 
plause from the galleries when Sen- 
ator Russell (Dem.), Georgia, 


f urged that aid for the needy in the 


United States take precedent over 
help for Finland. 

Senator Barkley (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, majority leader, contended 
that besides aiding Finland, the 
funds would help the United States 
develop trade with Latin-America. 

Senator King (Dem.), Utah, said 
he favored the bill because Com- 
munist Russia threatened to “de- 
stroy this and all governments.” 

Two Amendments Rejected. 

In the course of the debate, the 
Senate rejected two amendments— 
one by Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 
to cut the proposed increase in 
lending authority to $50,000,000 and 
a second by Senator Danaher 
(Rep.), Connecticut, to forbid the 
bank to make loans to govern- 
ments. 

Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
took a leading part in the opposi- 
tion to the Finnish proposal. Pend-

Finland 
already has borrowed $10,000,000 
from the bank. China is also ex- 
pected to seek additional credit if 
the bank's lending authority is in- 
creased. 

“There is already a feeling grow- 
ing up that we may be drawn into 
the European war,” George said. 
For this reason, he contended, the 
United States should take extreme 
care about any step that could be 
interpreted abroad as unneutral. 

Called “Entering Wedge.” 

Senator McCarren (Dem.), Neva- 
da, denounced the proposition as 
an “entering wedge,” which sets “a 
precedent under a subterfuge and 
a guise.” He said that eventu- 
ally under the policy involved, the 
United States would have to lend 
money to France and England. 

The author of the bill, Senator 
Brown (Dem.), Michigan, cut jnto 
the argument to contend that loans 
to the Allies would be impossible 
unless the neutrality act were re- 
vised or repealed. 

The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee postponed formal con- 
sideration of proposals to embargo 
exports to Japan, but Chairman 
Pittman (Dem.), Nevada, predicted 
that his committee eventually would 
approve an embargo resolution. 

State Department officials have 
made no secret of their reluctance 
to apply the neutrality act to Japan 
and China. They argue that to do 
so would prohibit arms shipments 
to both, and thus assist Japan, be- 
cause the latter has extensive 
arms factories and China does not. 

Likewise, they contend that Fin- 
land would be the loser by applica- 
tion of the arms prohibition to both 
sides of the Russian-Finnish con- 
flict. The neutrality act also would 
bar automatically such -credits to 


Finland as are involved in the 
measure before the Senate.

HONGKONG, Feb. 14 (AP).— 
The Japanese army tonight issued 
8 proclamation that it now had 
won “sufficient areas in China for 
establishment of the new order in 
Fast Asia” and urging Generalis- 
amo Chiang Kai-shek to surren- 


. Chinese resistance is 
useless, said the proclamation, 
issued by Japan's South China 
command and addressed to Gen. 
Chiang and his government. 

The recent Japanese campaign 
in Kwangsi Province in the south 
has brought the new situation 
about, the proclamation stated. 

“Supply routes to Chungking 
(the Chinese capital) have been 
cut and rapid progress is being 
made in formation of a new central 
government in China under Wang 
Ching-wei,” the proclamation said. 
“Therefore in the future we will 
not expan: our operations, but will 
await your offensive. Im case you 
adopt this latter plan, we will re- 
sort to necessary tactics and add 
more pages to the war annals of 


Wang Ching-wei, former Chinese 
Premier, is establishing a new cen- 
tral government in co-operation 
with Tokyo and in opposition to 
the Chungking regime. 

Declaring 50,000 Chinese have 
been killed and 200,000 wounded in 
Kwangsi Province fighting the Jap- 
anese high command for South 


China suggested earlier today to} 


Chiang that he seek peace under 
threat of further slaughter. 

In messages to Chiang and other 
Generals, the Japanese command 
added that 50,000 Chinese had de- 
serted or been captured, and asked 
careful consideration whether “you 
should add to the depletion of your 
fighting forces or seek peace.” 

The Japanese operations in the 
touth, the messages said, “though 
not necessarily on a vast scale, are

sembling closely the battle of Tan- 
nenberg.” 

Should the Chinese attempt a 
spring offensive, they were warned 
that “Japanese troops will employ 
the best tactics and add another 
brilliant chapter to the annals of 
world warfare.” 

Chinese Claims. 

Since the Japanese invaded the 
Southern province late in Novem- 
ber, reports from both sides have 
indicated large-scale operations, but 
have conflicted on results. 

Chinese dispatches today report- 
ed that 3000 Japanese soldiers had 
been killed in the province since 
Monday, and that Chinese airmen 
had repelled a raid by 27 Japanese 
planes on the Hanoi-Kunming Rail- 
way. One Japanese bomber was 
reported shot down and others dam- 
aged.

TOKYO, Feb. 14 (AP).—Foreign 
Minister Hachairo Arita told the 
Japanese Diet today there are “200 
odd” unsettled cases of damage to 
American interests in China.

U. S.-SOVIET PACT FAILED, 
VATICAN PAPER ASSERTS 


Article Says Hopes of 

Moscow’s Propaganda and Per- 

secution’s Proved a Delusion. 

VATICAN CITY, Feb. 14 (AP).— 
The Vatican City newspaper, L’Os- 
servatore Romano said last night 
that Washington’s efforts to pro- 
duce certain benefits through recog- 
nition of Russia in 1934 have proved 
“a delusion.” 

In an article dealing with Amer- 
ican-Russian relations and condi- 
tions on which recognition was 
granted, especially those relating 
to religious freedom of American 
priests in Russia and Soviet propa- 
ganda in the United States, L’Os- 
servatore Romano said: 

“It was hoped in this way to 
achieve certain moderation of So- 
viet religious intolerance in the 
same way that in the economic 
field Russia’s need of buying ma- 
chinery in America had induced 
Communism to temper its fury 
against Bourgois capitalism of the 
United States. 

“All these hopes have been de- 
lusion. After these seven years the 
American Secretary of State has 
been comipelled to declare that the 
Russians have fiot observed their 
obligations.” a 

The article said the only differ- 
ence in Moscow's treatment of 
neighbors and of the United States 
could be found in the fact that the 

United States is not nearby and 
not a weak country, but is far off 
and strong. Only the necessity of 
obtaining supplies impelled Moscow

A tall man, with mobile and 
quickly expressive features, Mitro- 
poulos wore an overcoat with a 
heavy fur collar. In the buttonhole 
of his midnight blue suit coat was 
the red ribbon of the French Le- 
gion of Honor, He has also been 
decorated by the governments of 
Greece, Germany and Italy.

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Committee s Action Fol- 
lows Appropriations 
Body’s Cut in Roosevelt’s 
Budget for Fleet. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14 (AP).— 
The House Naval Committee gave 
final, unanimous approval to a two- 
year $655,000,000 fleet expansion 
program today less than 24 hours 
after the House Appropriations 
Committee slashed $111,699,699 from 
President Roosevelt’s budget for 
the. navy. 

The expansion program, specifi- 
cally approved by the President, 
would permit the navy ta construct 
21 additional combat ships and 22 
auxiliary vessels in the next two 
years. 

Before taking final action on the 
program, the committee received a 
letter from Secretary of the Navy 
Edison asserting the navy would 
have preferred the original three- 
year. $1,300,000,000 expansion it rec-| 
ommended “because it would permit 
better planning and because of the 
deterent effect of such a program 
presented to the world at this time.“ 

All Navy Can Handle Now. 

Chairman Vinson (Dem.), Geor-| 
gia, said, however, the committee 
was satisfied its plan would allow 
all the building the navy could han- 
dle in the ensuing two years with- 
out additional facilities. 

(The expansion bill is merely an 
authorization for the navy to build 
new vessels. The money to pay for 
construction can be provided only 
in separate legislation. Such leg- 
islation was the $966,772,878 navy 
supply bill for the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1, which was reported 
to the House by its Appropriations, 
Committee yesterday.) | 

As finally approved, the — 
sion bill would authorize construc- 
tion of three additional aircraft 
carriers— bigger than any ships the | 
navy has ever built for that pur- 
pose—and an unspecified number 
of cruisers and submarines. The 
exact number in the latter two 
categories was withheld in an ef- 
fort to keep secret the size of the 
individual ships. There were strong 
indications, however, that the new 
cruisers involved would be substan- 
tially larger than the _ 10,000-ton 
type which are now the navy’s big- | 
gest. | 

Navy Air Force Increased. 

The bill also would authorize in- 
creasing the navy's air force from a 
minimum of 3000 to a minimum of | 
4500 planes, but because of the 
navys plane purchases already 
have progressed faster than was | 


expected, Vinson explained, it will | 


be necessary actually to build only | 
about 1100 new planes in order to 
reach the new minimum. | 

On the House floor there were 
indications the $966,772,878 navy 
appropriation bill, reduced by the 
Appropriations Committee, might 
be cut further. 

Members from farm states, re- 
senting drastic economies made in 
the agriculture appropriation bill 
two weeks ago, were reported 
ready to vote for additional slashes 
in the navy bill. Farm bloc lead- 
ers insisted that there was no con- 
certed movement in that direction 
by their group. 

Some of the farm members of- 
fered amendments in the Appro- 
priations Committee to cut the bill | 
as much as $100,000,000 below the 
figure the group approved ulti- 
mately. 

All such attempts were beaten, 
committee members said, although 
a $25,000,000 reduction was avert- 
ed only by the rule that amend- 
ments are defeated when the vote 
is tied. 


AMBASSADOR KENNEDY SAYS: 
HE ISN'T. SEEKING PRESIDENCY 


Envoy to Britain Asserts Import- 
ance of Present Post Compels 
Him te Decline. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14 (AP).— 
Joseph P. Kennedy, Ambassador 
to Great Britain, renounced yes- 
terday any ambition to be the 
Democratic candidate for the pres- 
idency. He said the importance of 
his present post compelled him to 
decline. 

A month ago he joined Joseph E. 
Davies, then Ambassador to Bel- 
gium and now on State Depart- 
ment duty here, in advocating an- 
other term for President Roosevelt. 

Specifically, Kennedy refused to 
enter the Massachusetts primary 
on April 30. Postmaster-General 
Farley is the only Democratic en- 
try thus far. Leaders who filed 
the petition with Farley's consent 
said the delegation would be for 
the President if Roosevelt ran.

NEW YORK, Fed. 14 (AP)—A 
heterogeneous group of persons— 
12 Negroes and Negro organiza- 
tions and six white persons and in- 
stitutions—were chosen yesterday 
for distinguished achievement and 
the improvement of race relations 
during 1939. 

Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, Joe 
Louis, Marian Anderson and Ben- 
ny Goodman were among those se- 
lected in a nation-wide poll con- 
ducted by the Schomburg Collection 
of the New York Public library and 
the Association for the Study of 
Negro Life and History. 

Miss Anderson’s recital on the 
steps of the Lincoln Memorial “gave 
a clear answer to the prejudice 
which prevented her appearance in 
Constitution Hall,“ her citation 
reads. 

Louis, world’s heavyweight cham- 
pion, gained a citation saying: “By 
demolishing all comers, he main- 
tained his position as the cham- 
pion physical warrior of the world 
demonstrated a modesty and 
sportsmanship seldom found.” 

Goodman, orchestra leader, was 
named for “his employment of dis- 
tinguished musicians irrespective of 
color in his orchestra.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt’s citation said she 
and the President had given “more 
dignity to the relations of the 
White House to the Negroes of 
America than any such couple with- 
ing recent times.”

NCE more the Anzacs have 
O thousands of miles from 

“down under” to do battle with 
the Germans. The vanguard of an 
army of Australians and New Zea- 
landers, tall and rangy and belli- 
cose, are again camping along the 
shores of the Suez Canal, ready 
to get into Europe's war. 

Some of them are sons of those 
Anzacs who were ferried westward 
from Suez, over the Mediterranean 
a quarter of a century ago, to fight 
in France and Belgium—or east- 
ward to hurl themselves, from “An- 
zac Cove” and other landing points 
on the Dardanelles, against stub- 
bornly held Turkish trenches, in 
brave but futile attempts to open 
for the Allies the road to Con- 
stantinople, the Black Sea and 
Russia. 

Again gigantic and pugnacious 
warriors from the Antipodes gaze 
on dhe sparkling waters of the 
Mediterranean. But how different 
is the state of affairs there from 
the situation encountered by the 
Anzacs of 25 years ago! 

For one thing, Italy was then an 
ally of the nations for which those 
other Anzacs fought—except dur- 
ing part of that war's first year. 
Today Italy is neutral. Also, she 
is not (so far) at all hostile to the 
foes of the Anzacs of 1940. No co- 
operation need be expected by 
them from the land of Mussolini. 
Neither, however, need the Anzacs 
fear trouble from that quarter. If 
anything, their sudden appearance, 
without any heralding, on the Med- 
iterranean, may awaken pro-ally 
leanings in the active mind of 
Mussolini. 

No Opposition From Turks. 

Unlike their forerunners of the 
World War, today’s Anzacs will 
find no Austria-Hungary on that 
landlocked sea. A generation ago, 
Austrian submarines, operating 
from Trieste, Fiume and other Ad- 
riatic ports, were a constant men- 
ace to British, French and Italian 
warships plying the Mediterranean 
on — errands and to Allied 
transports bearing Australians and 
New Zealanders to European bat- 
tlefields. But today the flag of 
neutral Italy flies over Fiume, and 
Trieste. The proud Austro-Hun- 
garian empire is dead—and dead

Millis criticised the “fuzzy de- 
tails” which he said characterized 
the thinking of both the interven- 
tionists and the isolationists in re- 
spect to the current war. 

Millis confessed that he thought 
that he himself supplied a “good 
deal of ammunition” for the isola- 
tionists in his account of the United 
States’ entry into the last war in 
“Road To War.” He said, however, 
that in describing “thd blunders of 
the last occasion,” he never intend- 
ed to prove that they must inevit- 
ably be repeated on another.

LL speculation about the con-

Taft and Dewey or Dewey and Taft.

HAVE just come from a visit 

to one of the big Finnish Co- 

operatives, and I can now tell 
you why this country really is 
united to a man against Bolshev- 
ism—old and young, rich and poor. 
It is because for 20 years they 
have lived next door to this Utopia 
in reverse, have been free to trav- 
el in it, and. when they say it 
doesn’t work, the ns know en- 
actly what they are talking about. 


It is also because these Finns 
have worked out one of the most 
nicely balanced and smooth-run- 
ning economic systems in our mod- 
ern world, firmly based on private 
ownership, the profit motive, free- 
dom of speech and religion, plus 
equality of opportunity. 


These are fine gawdy words; so 
let’s get back to the co-operatives. 
They do 25 per cent of the total 
retail and wholesale business in 
Finland, and they are owned and 
managed by the individual custom- 
ers. A Finnish co-operative looks 
like a well managed American 
chain store—one of the retail 
branches of a mail order house if 
you include a line of groceries and 

well lighted, clean, with 
smart modernistic fixtures and win- 
dow displays. 

It costs a quarter to become a 
member Of such a co-operative and 
then at the end of the year you get 
back a check for the profit on 
everything you bought—margins 
are slim, so you'll never get rich— 
but the point is that these profits 
are not carted off to the big town, 
and the point also is that you get 
one vote—only one—and no one has 
any more—in the management of 
this store. 


These local stores buy their stock 
of goods from private factories, as 
do the American chains or some- 
times as American chains do, they 
set up their own factories and 
processing plants to make goods to 
their own specifications under their 
own labels. In Finland the co-opera- 
tives run, among other things, a 
rye-flour mill, a match. factory, a 
meat packing house, a tailoring es- 
tablishment, a ladies’ dressmaking 
establishment, an underwear fac- 
tory, a bedding factory, a chemical- 
technical factory, a coffee-roasting 


plant, a margarine factory and a 
wheat’ and oat mill. 

I went through the latter, and I 
never saw a more beautiful indus- 
trial plant. It was a huge clean, 
well-lighted building (blacked out 
now because of air-raids) with rub- 
ber tile on every floor to save the 
workers’ feet. They had the best 
machinery money could buy, and 
there was no half-baked sentimen- 
tal money business about wasting 
labor to “make jobs.” A night

was set aside from the profits of 
the branch stores, the customers 
through their elected representa- 
tives having decided that they 
could make flour maybe just a lit- 
tle better or cheaper than they 
could buy it, and their plant has 
proved this. 

Now it’s very easy to go off th 
deep end in half baked enthusiasm 
about co-operatives. I don’t think 
they will ever do much more than 
their present 25 per cent of the 
business in Finland because the 
other 75 per cent, here as in Amer- 
ica, is done better and more effi- 
ciently by privately owned stores. 

Co-operatives are only good for 
the staples of life—not for luxuries 
or semi-luxuries. Co-operatives never 
pioneer a new field—the risks and 
the rewards of this are taken by 
privately owned business. But co- 
operatives do serve as a smoothly 
working competitive curb on pri- 
vate business, and they do give the 
average farmer and worker in Fin- 
land the feeling that he is also a 
store-keeper and an employer and 
manager of a business, and further- 
more he is not kidding himself, be- 
cause he actually does this, and 
does it well or co-operatives could 
not have grown slowly to their 
present place in the economic sys- 
tem in 20 years. 

For instance, co-operatives never 
introduce a shoddy overpriced ar- 
ticle with a big ballyhoo, hoping to 
clean up before the customers find 
out how bad it is. This happens 
seldom in American’ business, never 
in a Finnish co-operative, because 
when customers own a business 
there is no profit in swindling your- 
self. 

The co-operatives are only one of 
the reasons why farmers and busi- 
nessmen and workers alike are 
united here to keep the Russians 


out. 


These two men are a natural team, 
standing for essentially the same 
things and complementing each 
other in many ways.

For his architectural work in En- 
gland, he had told relatives, King 
George VI offered to knight him, 
but he was unwilling to renounce 
American citizenship. While a 
draftsman for the old firm of 
Eames & Young, about 29 years 
ago, he designed Boatmen’s Bank 
Building. Later, in New York, he 
designed the Manhattan Opera 
House, where an ill-fated attempt 
was made to compete with the Met- 
ropolitan, For the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition at San Francisco in 1915 
he planned seyeral structures. 

The Chicago firm of Graham, 
Anderson, Probst & White put him 
in charge of a London office in 
1917. One of his principal clients 
there was the Selfridge department 
store. He designed a bronze facade 
for the store, depicting the craft 
guilds of the Middle Ages and, for 
the coronation of King George VI, 
created a pictorial history of En- 
giand for the exterior of the store. 
About 1928 he took over the Lon- 
don office for himself. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. 
Lillian Millar, an Englishwoman. A 
St. Louis schoolmate, Everett Paul 
Griffin, lawyer, recalled that Mr. 
Millar had several cousins in Amer- 
ica.

Mmanys immensely important line 
of communications with the Rus- 
sian Caucasus, whence she gets 
large quantities of that Russian oil 
without which her war-making is 
doomed to paralysis. 

Furthermore, thanks to Turkey’s 
switching from the German to the 
Allies’ side of this war, Anzacs and 
other troops of the Allies may pos- 
sibly land at Black Sea ports of 
Rumania—to strike at Germany 
through King Carols domain— 
without causing the Russians to 

budge from their peculiar brand of 
neutrality toward Britain and 
France. 

But, if the Russians make com- 
mon cause with Germany in those 
parts, the Anzacs may have a hand 
in. warlike doings on.the Black Sea 
and in neighboring _ territories 
which the Slavs won't like at all. 


Possible Fight for Oil Fields. 


They may form part of landing 
forces aiming to get a foothold in 
Southern Russia — around Odessa 
or some such strategic Black Sea 
harbor. Or, shoulder-to-shoulder 
with the big French and British 
and Turkish armies now some- 
where in the Near East, under 
Gen. Weygand and Gen. Wavell 
and hard-bitten Turkish pupils of 
the late Kemal Ataturk, the An- 
zacs may cross from Asiatic Tur- 
key into the Russian Caucasus for

So both Mr. Taft and Mr. Dewey 
have to be considered as untested, 
and the question is what might be 
expected of them, judging by what 
is known of their minds and char- 
acters. 


The first thing that is quite evi- 
dent about both men is also reas- 
suring. Both are able and willing 
to learn; both have developed rap- 
idly in the past year. 


Mr, Dewey learns not so much 
because he is young; plenty of 
younger men never learn anything.“ 
Mr. Dewey learns because he has 
native political intuition, the same 
kind of talent for knowing what 
is going on that exists in men 
like Al Smith, LaGuardia, Lloyd 
George and in the first and second 
Roosevelt. He is a born politician 
and leader of men. 


Men of this sort have antennae 
which pick up what is in the air 
about them, and they respond 
quickly. The defect of this polit- 
ical virtue is that men who possess | 
it tend to believe too much in the 
mystic voices that they hear, and 
to lack intellectual humility in lis- 
tening to men who give them true, 
though unpopular, advice, 

Mr. Taft does not have this intu- | 
ition, and it is a handicap to him 
in a time Uke this when public 
opinion is, on the surface at least, 
so potent and yet so changeable. 
But Mr. Taft is an exceedingly hon- 
est man, and because of that he has 
learned much during his one year 
in Washington, and he has matured 
remarkably, 

He is one of those men who real- 

ly do learn by listening to people 
and studying and thinking and then 
making up their minds. He is not 
a good improviser, and that is in 
some ways a defect in an age when 
a public man must often think fast 
even if he foes not ann think’ 
right.

He is not opinion- 
ated. He does not have pride of 
opinion. He is not intoxicated with 
his own rhetoric or in love with 
himself as.a public personage. 


So his conservative philosophy is 
sincere conviction embedded in a 
genuinely liberal character; he will 
never be a die-hard or a foolish 
reactionary, or stubbornly self-com- 
placent. He will learn what events 
will compel him to learn, but he 
will learn slowly. 


Sometimes he will learn too slow- 
ly. In part this will be because he 
is a little slow about. unfamiliar 
But chiefly it will be be- 
cause there is nothing of the cheap 
and therefore he 
will insist on reconciling his opin- 


ion with his convictions, 


In a way it is rather bad luck 
that the election. takes place this 
year rather than two or three years 
hence. Given a little more time to 
develop his qualities, Mr. Taft, who 
has gone so far in one year of pub- 
lie life; would then be as promis- 
ing a candidate as the Republicans 
have had for some decades.

IS THERE any relation between 
hearing acuity and stammering? 


Speech defects in pupils of ele- 
mentary grades occur, according to 
reports, in from four to 18 per cent 
of cases. The figures differ with 
different parts of the country. Tak- 
ing the average, this would mean 
at least a million children have de- 
fective speech. They outnumber 
the crippled, blind and deaf com- 
bined. Ten per cent of them are 
stammerers. 

The causation of stammering is 
complicated. Speech is a social 
habit developed through imitation. 
It involves not only proper motor 
mechanism of the tongue and 
larynx, but also a proper receiving 
mechanism. If a child does not 
hear distinctly the words that he 
is to pronounce, he may fall into 
speech defects. 

Harms and Malone, in Milwau- 
kee, found in 62 consecutive cases 
of stammerers, who were unaware 
of any hearing loss, that there was 
a loss of between 10 and 22 per 
cent. They are even able to cite 
cases of former normal hearing 
and speech, in which subsequent 
disease resulted in loss of hearing 
followed by stammering. 

In examining school children it 
is not enough to rely on examina- 
tions carried out by parents, school 
teachers and nurses, because they 
miss the majority of these slightly 
hard-of-hearing children. The test 
should be made by the instrument 
known as the audiometer.

6, was the thirty-fourth anniver- 
sary of the founding of the home, 
there was something a little spe- 
cial in the way of eats for the oc- 
casion. 

Yesterday I spent the better part 
of the afternoon visiting with these 
boys to whom ice cream on a week- 
day is something of an event. Or- 
phans, half;orphans, destitute, 
abandoned or neglected, they range 
in ages from 6 to 19. Of many 
descents and of many religions, 
they have come through various 
channels to find sanctuary in the 
home, according to the rule of the 
founder, the late Father Peter J. 
Dunne: “When a boy comes to the 
door hungry, do not ask the color 
of his grandmother's eyes. Feed 
him and give him a home.” 

Now under the direction of kind- 
ly, graying Father William F. 
Glynn, who assumed Father 
Dunne’s duties at the latter’s death 
last April, the home shows plain- 
ly the hard use to which it has been 
put in its 34 years by some 5000 
boys. But a little dirt and disre- 
pair mean nothing in the lives of 
growing boys and to the present 
85 occupants of the home, the old 
building on Washington avenue is 
a palace. 

“Last fall,” Father Glynn er- 
plained, “we started to paint up 
the place. The boys did all. the 
work and we got the dormitories 
and the halls and the dining room 
painted, but then we had to stop 


because you can’t paint in the win- 
ter time when you have to keep 
the windows closed.” 

In the newly-painted dormitories 
there are rows upon rows of iron 
cots. Here the younger boys sleep. 
Those of high-school age and those 
with jobs have their own tiny lit- 
tle rooms, furnished with an iron 
cot, a chair and a table. 

“It’s considered quite an honor 
to have your own room here,” Fa- 
ther Glynn laughed, “and whether 
or not a boy in high school has his 
own room depends on his grades. 
If he doesn’t study as he should 
he’s moved back to the dormi- 
tories with the younger kids and 
there is no worse punishment than 
that.” 

Until this year, the boys of grade 
school age had school right in the 
Home, but now they attend St. 
Bridget’s parochial school, and 
have an opportunity to mingle with 
other children of their same age. 
Many of the older boys are attend- 
ing Hadley Vocational School, 
learning trades that will make 
them self-sypporting when they 
leave the Home. And still others 
are going to St. Louis University 
High School and Central High 
School. 

“Everybody must either go to 
school or to work,” Father Glynn 
explained. We tell the boys we're 
not in the business of educating 
boys to be bums.”

ITHIN the Home itself, the 

boys are made to feel that they 

are one family. There is no 
regimentation and the only rules 
are those that are needed to pre- 
serve order. There is no marching 
to the dining room, and everything 
that savors of institution life is care- 
fully avoided. Most of the jobs and 
the chores in the home are per- 
formed by the boys themselves and 
for this work they receive an allow- 
ance. Some get 50 cents a week,

in Cooking 


HE meat question always looms 

large in the life of a business 

woman housekeeper. She must 
naturally choose cuts of meat which 
cook quickly, and these are usually 
expensive. If she plans ahead, how- 
ever, she can often make use of 
the cheaper cuts of meat. 

Meats which demand cooking in 
water as do the less tender cuts, 
improve rather than otherwise, by 
standing. A breast of lamb, for in- 
stance, can be started one evening 
while dinner is being prepared and 
finished the next, day at dinner 
time. A pork shoulder may be 


next day, when it may be drained 
and glazed in the oven. If the fam- 
ily is small, the butcher may be 
asked to cut a slice or two from 
it for broiling. A leg or a shoulder

“The only time they really seem 
to be fond of water, though, is in 
the summer time when our swim- 
ming pool is open,” he smiled. But 
the Health Department says we 
can’t open it this summer unless 
we install s, circulating apparatus 
to filter the water. Unless that is 
remedied, I’m afraid the boys 


aren't going to have a place to 
swim this summer.” 

Contrary to what might be ex- 
pected, Father Glynn says there 
are few fights among the boys. 
But he dreads holiday times when 
there is no school, because the 
problem of keeping more than half 
a hundred kids entertained all day 
is more than one man can handle. 

Te often heard mothers who 
have two or three kids say that 
their youngsters were driving them 
crazy,” he laughed. 1 wonder 
what they'd do with 85 kids, 24 
hours a day, 365 days in the year.”

T is Father Glynn’s hope that 

some day a gymnasium can be
